COUNCIL PLANS HEALTHY LIFESTYLE POLICY TO FIGHT OBESITY 

GETTING 
TOUGH ON 
FAST FOOD 


SANDWELL Council is 
planning to clampdown on 
the number of new hot food 
takeaways in the borough in 
a bid to help residents live a 
more healthy lifestyle. 

The council is currently drafting 
policies governing applications for 
new hot food takeaways. 

The move comes despite a planing 
inspector overturning a Sandwell 
Council decision to reject a proposal to 
transform an Oldbury tattoo parlour 
into a branch Asian food chain Chop & 
Wok. 

Regulations 

Residents will be asked to give their 
views before the final regulations are sent 
for approval by councillors. 

Items already being considered are: 

■ No new hot food takeaway outlets to be 
opened within 400 metres of secondary 
schools. 

■ No new hot food takeaway outlets to be 
opened where this leads to over concentra¬ 
tion and clustering of similar outlets in 
town centres.

■ Guidance on when the amenity of an 
area is affected by new takeaway outlets or 
may be a focus for anti-social behaviour. 

■ Responsible disposal of waste and 
litter. 

■ A one-off levy of £1,000 on new hot food 
takeaways to provide new bins near outlets 
and to help fund healthy eating pro¬ 
grammes. 

Cabinet member for jobs and economy 
Councillor Ian Jones said: “Modern living 
has led to a trend towards an increasingly 
sedentary lifestyle with an emphasis on 
instant access, time saving and conven¬ 
ience. 

“As a nation we are doing less manual 
work, taking less exercise and running our 
lives quite differently, due in the main to 
increased wealth, advances in technology 
and massively increased instant access to 
information. 

“There has also been a corresponding 
trend in our food consumption. Less food is 
prepared from scratch using fresh ingredi¬ 
ents, both commercially and in the home, 
again driven by the same pressures to save 
time, offer convenience and to reduce price. 

“More food products are mass produced, 
pre-cooked and pre-packaged than ever 
before. 


“Market forces has resulted in greater 
consumption of food that is highly 
processed and high in saturated fat, sugar, 
salt and additives, often at the expense of 
important qualities such as fibre content 
and nutrition. 

“We are also eating larger portions than 
ever before and a greater proportion of 
meat in proportion to fresh fruit and veg¬ 
etables.” 

Highest 

Cllr Jones said greater consumption and 
less activity equated to more calories in and 
less calories out — resulting inevitably in 
rising levels of obesity and poorer health. 

He added: “This is a highly significant 
trend in Sandwell where we have some of 
the highest levels of obesity in the country.” 

Current established hot food takeaway 
outlets are not affected by this guidance, 
which is for new planning permission appli¬ 
cations only.

Ex-partner charged with murder 


THE former partner of a 
young Sandwell mother has 
appeared in court charged 
with her murder. 

Mother of a two-year-old 
daughter, Kerry Smith died from 
stab wounds after collapsing in 
Blackheath High Street on 
Sunday morning. 

On Tuesday David Richard 
Palmer, aged 39, appeared 
before Sandwell Magistrates 
Court accused of killing the 29- 
year-old. 


He spoke only to confirm his 
name and address during the 
brief hearing. 

Palmer, of Mincing Lane, did 
not enter a plea and was 
remanded in custody to appear 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court 
today (Thursday). 

His solicitor Mr Milo Turner 
said no application for bail would 
be made. 

Members of Kerry Smith’s 
family and some of her friends 
were in the public gallery at the 
Warley court. 


Miss Smith was stabbed in 
broad daylight in High Street at 
11.40am on Sunday. She died in 
hospital. 

Detective Inspector Stuart 
Kidd said: “We appeal for anyone 
who was in the High Street area 
on Sunday morning to come 
forward if they are able to assist 
our investigation. We would also 
like to reassure the local commu¬ 
nity that this is being treated as 
an isolated incident and we are 
not looking for anyone else in 
connection with this matter.”

Forgotten signs 

mar Burnt Tree 
junction launch 

BURNT Tree Island’s multi-million pound 
conversion into a crossroads with traffic lights 
failed to impress traders after ‘no access’ road 
signs were left up more than a week after work 
was completed. 

Since the £12.3 million roadwork’s scheme ended 
on July 21 struggling businesses in Tividale Road 
said they were disappointed that more care wasn’t 
taken to remove the signs after months of disrup¬ 
tion. Following a complaint from traders’ spokesman 
Gaz Khan, Dudley Council finally removed the 
notices last weekend (July 30). 

Traders, who claimed the diversions cost them up 
to 40 per cent of their usual sales, are now hoping 
business will pick up. 

Mr Khan, aged 30, who runs Lifestyle Express in 
Tividale Road, said two signs - one saying No Access 
to Wolverhampton Road from Tividale Road and one 
saying Access to Frontages Only - left displayed on 
lampposts had caused traffic problems. 

“While we were pleased to see the work complete 
things didn’t improve as we had hoped because the 
signs were left up, which is very disappointing,” he 
said. “We are glad to see that they have now been 
taken down and hope normal business can resume. 

“The council were very efficient in dealing with my 
complaint but I do believe they could have taken 
more care and done more to advertise the fact the 
work is now finished.” 

The two-year scheme has seen a reconstruction of 
the busy junction in a bid to reduce delays. 

Councillor Patrick Harley, transportation boss at 
Dudley Council, said: “Traffic has found other routes 
around the road works and it is anticipated this will 
return in the near future.” 


Action on ward 

HOSPITAL bosses say they have put an 
action plan into place to tackle the poor stan¬ 
dards of care on a Sandwell Hospital ward. 

Newton 4 ward at the hospital on Lyndon, West 
Bromwich was put into special measures in May. 

Sandwell and Birmingham NHS Trust took action 
after the care quality commission criticised the stan¬ 
dards of care on the ward. 

After visiting the hospital in both March and May 
inspectors from the commission told trust bosses 
they were concerned that some patients were not 
eating and drinking enough and that privacy and 
dignity needs were not being met. 

Competent 

Chief nurse Rachel Overfield said the plan to deal 
with the problems was being put into practice. It 
includes measures to ensure better communication 
between staff and patients and that menus are 
reviewed for suitability and cultural requirements. 

Ms Overfield said: “I hope we can address the 
problems very quickly. I hope to have the ward back 
up to a competent standard in about a month and I 
hope then to have the Care Quality Commission 
inspectors to visit in September.” 


Robbery charge 

A MAN accused of attempting to rob a security 
guard at an Oldbury hotel has appeared in court. 

Alexandar Stosic, aged 26, of St Johns Road, in 
Oldbury, appeared at Sandwell Magistrates Court in 
Warley last week accused of attempting to rob David 
Hazelwood of money on June 21. He is also accused 
of possessing an imitation firearm with intent to 
cause Mr Hazelwood fear of violence. 

Stosic was given bail with a number of conditions 
including a curfew. 
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DOZENS of library staff m Sandwell were taking indus¬ 
trial action this week in a row over pay. 

Fifty library assistants who are members of the union 
Unison started a work to rule, in which they refuse to help 
library users in areas such as researching family trees, 
completing job applications or using computers. It comes 
after the council turned down requests for a pay rise. 

The library assistants earn between £13,500 and 
£15,000 but want this increased to £17,000 in recognition 


of advice they give and other duties they undertake. 
Unison’s Tony Barnsley said: “They have not got the pay 
they deserve and, therefore, the workers are withdrawing 
some duties. We will continue...for as long as it takes.” 

Sandwell’s chief librarian Barry Clark said assistants 
had lost an appeal against their grading. He added: “They 
are taking action because their appeal failed, although no 
assistants lost pay and a number had their pay increased 
as a result.” 


More Mcjobs on way 

DOZENS of jobs will be created as three fast food branches in 
Sandwell are given revamps worth more than £700,000. 

A total of 65 jobs are being created at the McDonald’s drive- 
through in Holyhead Road, opposite The Hawthorns, and at the 
McDonald’s restaurants in West Bromwich High Street and in 
Wolverhampton Road, Oldbury. 

The Holyhead Road branch will get 60-seater patio area as part 
of major refits there and at the High Street branch.

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Three jailed for 
‘vigilante’ attack 

A WOMAN from Tipton who joined two men in a 
“vigilante” attack on a man they wrongly suspected 
of being a paedophile has been jailed. 

The victim’s injuries included a fractured skull as he 
was punched, kicked, stamped on and urinated on by the 
parents of a three-year-old boy and one of their friends, 
Stafford Crown Court heard. 

Judge Mark Eades told Victoria Grubb, Brian Smith 
and Simon Street: “You acted as judge, jury and vigilante 
and decided to get revenge. This was a shocking group 
attack on a man who didn’t stand a chance.” 

Grubb, aged 26, of Powis Avenue, Tipton, was jailed for 
11 years. Her former partner and father of her son, 29- 
year-old Smith, of Mill Street, Cannock, was jailed for 
eight years and Street, 43, also of Mill Street, was sen¬ 
tenced to eight-and-a-half years. 

Street and Smith admitted inflicting grievous bodily 
harm with intent. Grubb denied the offence but was con¬ 
victed at trial and got no reduction in her sentence. Street 
also admitted perverting the course of justice. 

Mr Pat Sullivan, prosecuting, said all those involved 
had previously been friends,but on March 7 Grubb and 
Smith went to the victim’s flat in Cannock and accused 
him of “touching” their son. 

After Grubb slapped the victim’s face, the two men 
carried out a sustained assault that probably lasted half 
an hour. The victim had a fractured skull, fractured eye 
socket, broken ribs, water in the lung and bleeding to the 
brain. The court heard that Street had told the victim: “If 
you grass on us, we’ll all deny it and we’ll kill you.” 

The victim stated he had been beaten up in an alley by 
unknown attackers to police but later told the truth. 

The judge heard that Street has a previous conviction 
for grievous bodily harm, while Smith had a record includ¬ 
ing common assaults. 
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SUPPORTERS of a Sandwell park have 
defended the installation of new £5,500 
entrance gates after they were branded 
‘bizarre’. 

The black gates, including a padlock, were installed at 
the Victoria Road entrance to the vandal-plagued West 
Smethwick Park. 

However, as there is no fencing on either side of them, 
some residents have questioned the decision to spend 
money on installing them - when pedestrians and even 
vehicles can simply walk or drive around them into the 
park. 

But a leading member of the park’s supporters defends 
the move saying that the gates are “purely ornamental”. 

Purpose 

Retired hairdresser Graham Goodwin, who lives on Vic¬ 
toria Road, within sight of the park entrance, said the 
gates installed earlier this year looked ‘bizarre’ and 
labelled them a waste of money. He added: “We are in a 
time of recession when there are cuts being made to all 
sorts of services and here we are spending money on a set 
of gates which serve no 
purpose whatsoever. 

“There is a padlock on the 
gates, which is even 
stranger. I’m not sure who 
they are trying to lock in or 
out because cars can still get 
into the park very easily.” 

The 73-year-old said he 
believed the money would 
have been better spent on 
services for people. 

Builder Steve Dickson, 
aged 26, of Holly Lane, said: 
“It does look quite odd that 
the gates are so firmly shut 
but you can just walk round. 
They are smart, though.” 

The gates and restored 
brickwork were installed 
following a donation by the 
Chance family. 

Pat Evetts, of the Friends 
of West Smethwick Park, 
said the gates were purely 
ornamental and not 
designed to prevent access. 

“The park has been open 
for several decades now and 
unfortunately we do have 
instances of people in vehi¬ 
cles making their way in,” 
she said. “There is no money 
available to fence off the 
whole park at any time in 
the near future, so these 
gates were only ever going 
to be a feature. 

“The previous brickwork 
had become dilapidated and 
the work has certainly 
improved that end of the 
park.”

The funding has come from the Police Prop¬ 
erty Act Fund which is money received by the police from property 
confiscated and then sold.” 


Trust in loan 
bid to buy 
hospital site 

THE trust that runs Sandwell’s hospi¬ 
tals is set to apply for an £8 million loan to 
pay for buying up land needed for Smeth¬ 
wick’s £370m ‘super hospital’. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust, which also runs Rowley Regis Hospital and 
City Hospital in Birmingham, wants to apply for the 
money from the Department of Health. 

If the cash loan is approved it could then use com¬ 
pulsory purchase orders to secure land at Grove 
Lane where the new Midland Metropolitan Hospital 
is to be built. The hospital’s trust board approved 
proposals to make an application for the money at a 
recent meeting. 

A report discussed by the board stated that as part 
of its approved capital programme for 2011/12, the 
trust included the purchase of a significant propor¬ 
tion of the land in Grove Lane required for the devel¬ 
opment of the new hospital. 

As part of the approved capital programme for 
£24. lm, a Department of Health loan of £8m was 
included as a source of funding for the land pur¬ 
chase. In order for the loan to be approved by the 
Department of Health, the trust board had to give its 
approval of the loan application. 

The Department of Health will give its decision on 
approval in principle by August 17. 

Payments 

If the trust is successful in getting the money, it 
will be paid back in eight equal instalments every 
September and March, over the next four years. 

Hospital spokeswoman Jessamy Kinghorn, said: 
“We are continuing the process of buying the land we 
need on Grove Lane to build the Midland Metropol¬ 
itan Hospital. 

“We already own a third of the site and our plans 
are to gradually buy the rest of the land working 
with landowners to help relocate their businesses. 
The loan is part of a finance agreement previously 
agreed with the strategic health authority.” 

The new hospital, which will provide the majority 
of services for patients currently supplied by the 
existing Sandwell and City Hospitals, is due to open 
by 2016.

Health bosses 
have to show 
value for money 

SANDWELL and West Birmingham NHS Trust 
bosses have been told that the Government will 
support their plans for foundation status if they can 
prove they are providing value for money. 

The Trust can now press ahead with its plans to 
apply for foundation status and use a ‘Private 
Finance Initiative’ to fund the project. This means 
that both Government funds and private capital 
would pay for the plan. 

Earlier this year the trust was told the consul¬ 
tancy firm McKinsey was to review its Private 
Finance Initiatives to ensure it was affordable for 
the NHS. 

Health Secretary Andrew Lansley said: “I can 
confirm that the Government will continue to act as 
a guarantor for schemes that can prove that they are 
providing value for money and are affordable.” 

Budget 

If foundation status is achieved, the trust will 
have more control over its own budget. 

At a trust meeting Mike Sharon, director of strat¬ 
egy and organisational development said: “We are 
making good progress with our plans in the founda¬ 
tion trust programme. We have been slightly 
delayed waiting for the McKinsey review but I 
understand we have now had the business plan 
approved. We can now press on with the pro¬ 
gramme.”

A PENSIONER was 
knocked unconscious and left 
with a broken neck after a 
vicious attack which took 
place at her West Bromwich 
home. 

The 70-year-old woman was 
hospitalised after being left lying 
unconscious on the ground by a 
man who demanded keys and 
cash during the terrifying ordeal 
which began when she was 
outside her Springfield Crescent 
home gardening. 

Police said the victim was tending 
to plants when she heard a noise by 
her back door. She saw a man who 
then grabbed her and demanded she 
hand over money and keys. 

He searched her and then pushed 
her to the ground, knocking her 
unconscious and then fled empty 
handed. 

The woman was taken to Sandwell 
Hospital following the attack, which 
police have revealed took place on the 
evening of Sunday, July 24. 

Fracture 

Detective sergeant Craig Harris, 
from Sandwell robbery team, said: 
“The lady was knocked unconscious 
when she fell to the ground and has 
since received treatment for a frac¬ 
ture to her neck. 

“Nothing was actually stolen 
during the incident, however the 
nature of the offence causes us 
concern and we are appealing for any 
witnesses to come forward. 

“It would have been light, and it was 
a sunny evening so people might have 
been out and about and seen this man 
leaving the scene.” 

The offender is described as a white 


man, aged in his late teens or early 
20s, around 5ft 7in tall, with short 
blond hair and a small blond beard. 
He was wearing a blue and white 
striped shirt like a football shirt, jeans 
and black shoes. 

Meanwhile, in a separate attack an 
elderly woman was injured after two 
men broke into her home in Rowley 
Regis through the front door, in the 
early hours of Thursday, July 28, and 
stole a bag containing her savings and 
her bank book. 

The woman, aged 81, saw the bur¬ 
glars rushing out of her house in 
Birmingham Road as she came down¬ 
stairs at around 12.40am. One young 
thug shoved her to the ground, 
hurting her back 

The burglars who targeted the 
house in Rowley Regis are described 
as white, aged in their mid to late 
teens, and were wearing black 
hoodies. 

Detective Constable Gareth Homer, 
said: “These offenders were prepared 
to use force and were not subtle in the 
way they gained entry to the house. 

“They quickly entered the property, 
grabbed the victim’s bag from the 
front room and then ran off. They 
escaped with several hundred pounds 
and the woman's bank book. Thank¬ 
fully her injuries were not serious but 
we want to trace these people and 
urge people to come forward with 
information.” 

The offenders are described as 
white, aged in their mid to late teens, 
and they were wearing black hoodies. 
One had a white draw string bag over 
his back.

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Horse and cart in crash on housing estate 


A HORSE and cart carrying two 
adults and children crashed and 
overturned on a Tipton estate. 

The accident blocked St Mark’s 
Road as the scene was cleared but no- 
one is thought to have been injured. 

The drama followed a rally on 
Friday which saw dozens of horse 
owners take to the streets of the town 
to protest against Sandwell Council 
policy which has seen bailiffs seize 
horses that are left roaming or teth¬ 
ered on land. They were defending 
what they claim is a Black Country 
tradition of keeping horses. 

However, the latest crash has 


prompted complaints. One witness 
who asked not to be named said: “Five 
large carriages pulled by horses were 
charging down St Mark’s Road Tipton, 
two abreast. They couldn’t get past a 
parked van and one crashed into the 
other. It crashed and overturned with 
adults and children on board falling 
onto the road. 

“I don’t know if the van was 
damaged or anyone was seriously 
hurt. 

“These carriages appear often in our 
streets in Princes End often driven by 
children. Horses are ridden without 
saddles or protective gear. Horses are 


grazed on the grass verges and cover 
the ground with dung. It’s unhealthy, 
unsafe and anti-social. 

“This is not a tradition. It’s a prac¬ 
tice that somehow has been tolerated 
and allowed to go on. People will not 
complain as they feel intimidated.” 

Over the last few months the 
authority has authorised bailiffs to 
seize roaming horses and, in some 
cases, horses tethered on open land 
have been taken. At least eight 
animals have been taken. 

Sandwell Council have defended 
their action saying it is being done to 
make the area safer.

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Roof garden plan at temple Close to camera decision 


WORK is on schedule for a 
£5 million extension of a 
Smethwick temple. 

Midlands-based contractor 
Thomas Vale Construction is car¬ 
rying out the project at the Guru 
Nanak Gurdwara in the town’s 
High Street. The extension is 
being built on the site of the 
former Princes Cinema, which 
was demolished in 2009. 

One of the country’s oldest Sikh 
temples, it will be revamped to 


include a 600-seat dining room, 
wedding hall, lecture theatre and 
classrooms. There will also be 
living accommodation for around 
four priests plus a roof garden. 

Wolverhampton-based Reade 
Buray Associates is designing and 
project managing the redevelop¬ 
ment. 

Temple spokesman Gurinder 
Singh Josan, said: “The contrac¬ 
tors are on schedule.” 

The whole development of the 


site will take place in two phases. 
The first will see demolition of 
part of the building to construct a 
new kitchen and community 
dining hall on the ground floor. 

On the first floor there will be 
improved wedding facilities and 
the second floor will have class¬ 
rooms, a lecture theatre and a 
library. The work is expected to be 
completed next spring. 

The second phase will be con¬ 
firmed at a later date. 


A CCTV camera that residents have 
been calling for over the past 18 
months could be up in Wednesbury by 
September. 

Sandwell Council allocated the 
money for the £2,000 camera in 2009 
but getting it installed has been 
delayed because of different opinions 
over where it should be located. But 
now it has been decided the camera 
should be at the top of Union Street 
near The George Inn. 

Councillors and police plan to meet 


in August to finalise the plan and it is 
hoped the camera will combat a spate 
of purse snatches in Wednesbury. 

According to Councillor Elaine 
Costigan, there were seven thefts in 
the space of two weeks. Recently 
grandmother-of-three Lynda Bates, of 
Hawthorn Road, had her purse taken 
from her bag while she shopped in 
charity shop Age UK in Union Street. 

Cllr Mrs Costigan said: “I’m 
delighted about this. We want people 
to feel safe in our town.” 


Payout 
for fitter 
in claim 
for hours 

A SERVICE fitter from 
Tipton who was sacked 
because he did not want 
to commute an extra two 
miles when his company 
relocated has been 
awarded around £13,000. 

John Taylor, aged 63, took 
his employers Hewden 
Stuart PLC to an employ¬ 
ment tribunal after he 
turned down an offer to 
move to the plant hire firm’s 
Ashmore depot in Willen- 
hall. This followed the 
closure of its Moxley site 
near Darlaston. 

Mr Taylor, of Henlon 
Close, who had worked in 
the industry for 40 years, 
was made redundant and 
paid about £10,000 in redun¬ 
dancy money, the tribunal 
heard. 

Overtime 

But he said his overtime 
pay had not been considered 
in the redundancy package 
and claimed he was entitled 
to the extra pay. 

No representatives from 
the firm attended the 
hearing. 

After considering the 
number of overtime hours 
claimed, tribunal judge 
Charles Goodier said it 
appeared Mr Taylor was en¬ 
titled to an extra redund¬ 
ancy amount of just under 
£3,000. 

He said that he would 
send Mr Taylor full details of 
the exact amount. 

“I will also send you a 
booklet on how to enforce the 
payment through the county 
court should the firm not 
pay,” added Mr Goodier. 

But Mr Taylor said he 
expected the firm to pay 
because of its national repu¬ 
tation.

Top-level talks with Treasury over £370m funding for Smethwick project 

‘Super hospital’ bid 
hinges on guarantee 
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TOP-LEVEL talks are 
under way in an effort to find 
£370 million funding for a 
major new hospital in 
Sandwell serving patients 
from across the Black 
Country. 

The Department for Health is 
in talks with the Treasury over 
the Midland Metropolitan Hos¬ 
pital Project in Smethwick. 

The project could still be at risk as 
the Government has made no deci¬ 
sion on whether it will give a guaran¬ 
tee to cover the costs of the project if 
Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals Trust gets into difficulty. 

The ‘super-hospital’, which will 
provide the majority of services for 
patients from the existing Sandwell 
and City Hospitals, is still supposed 
to be open by 2016. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals Trust has submitted an 
outline business case for the project 
to the Department of Health. 

Under the plans the trust will 
build a brand new single hospital site 
as part of a wider regeneration 
scheme. 

But it will also see the number of 
acute beds at the NHS trust fall from 


around 950 to 666 beds. 

If the Treasury finds the cash, the 
hospital could open as early as 
2015/16 as part of the Private 
Finance Initiative. 

This will see the NHS pay the 
private contractors what is effec¬ 
tively a mortgage for the new hospi¬ 
tal over a 25 or 30-year term. 

Government 

But the hospital trust has said the 
biggest risk remains whether the 
Government will supply what is 
known as a Deed of Safeguard. 

The deed provides a guarantee in 
the case of a foundation trust being 
unable to meet its obligations under 
the contract with the private compa¬ 
nies involved. 

As part of a review of PFI schemes, 
the Government is considering 
whether to continue offering guaran¬ 
tees. 

Graham Seager, new hospital 
project director, said the plans would 
need to be re-examined if a guaran¬ 
tee was not given. 

He said: “Our business case was 
drafted on the understanding that a 
Deed of Safeguard would be avail¬ 
able and while the Department of 
Health reviews whether it will con¬ 
tinue to be provided our business 
case approval appears unlikely. ” 


Boost for borough beauty spot 


BEAUTY spot Sandwell Valley 
has been awarded £300,000 to 
spend on improvements. 

Hedge planting and improved foot¬ 
paths will be laid and their will be 
moves to encourage wildflowers and 
more species of birds. 

The cash for the West Bromwich 
project has come from conservation 
body Natural England’s Higher 
Level Stewardship scheme. 

Staff will also be moving cattle and 
sheep into new, mainly marshy areas 
of the valley, to graze. 

Farms 

Spokeswoman Jo Miskin of 
Sandwell Council, which runs two 
farms in the valley, said: “Natural 
England’s scheme is normally aimed 
at farmers but has been offered to 
Sandwell Valley because of the 
amount of well-managed farmland 
there. It encourages farmers to 
manage their land in an environ¬ 
mentally friendly way, for example 
by establishing wildflower meadows 


and encouraging more farmland 
birds. We are taking Natural 
England’s advice on how to do this. 

“Our grant means we will be 
getting some vital Government 
support for managing habitats. Work 
started last winter, when a number 
of hedges were laid, and continued 
throughout the spring. Cattle and 
sheep are now grazing in new areas 
of Sandwell Valley and helping to 
encourage a greater variety of wild¬ 
flowers and insects.” 

He added: “We’ve wanted to intro¬ 
duce grazing for some time to a 
number of marshy areas as we know 
that grazing them is beneficial to 
wildlife. Amongst other things, the 
grant has enabled us to fence off such 
areas so the animals can’t get out.” 

Improvements include better 
public access, tree planting and a 
plan for the historic priory ruins. 

Councillor Derek Rowley added: 
“Sandwell Valley is one of the 
borough’s most precious natural 
assets.”

VISITORS can take a look 
around an historic house in 
Sandwell now that it is open for 
the summer. 

Guided tours of the medieval Manor 
House in West Bromwich were offered 
to the public for the first time last year 
and were so successful that they are 
happening again this year. 

Rachel Smith, development officer 
at the Hall Green Road museum said: 
“The tours were received really well. 
We had a few hundred people through 
the doors. Last year the tour did not 


really contain much social history so 
we have put more of that in.We will 
have some gruesome facts about 
medieval medicine and sewerage 
systems thrown in.” 

The Manor House dates back to the 
13th century and is Grade I listed. The 
guided tours will take place every 
Thursday, Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday until September 11. The 
museum will also be offering craft 
workshops for children. 

The guided tours are free on a first 
come first served basis. Bookings are 
not available in advance. 


Councils will 
have to top up 
pension pot 
by £87 million 

COUNCILS in the Black Country - includ¬ 
ing Sandwell — will have to put an extra £87 
million of taxpayers’ money into workers’ 
pension funds over the next three years to try 
to rein in a deficit. 

The West Midlands Pension Fund, which is used 
by thousands of public sector workers throughout 
the region, needs to plug a hole of £2.6 billion. 

Bosses have stressed that there is no risk to 
people’s pensions but said that the £8 billion in 
assets it has means that it only has about 75 per cent 
of the overall funds it needs. 

However, this would be sufficient for the next 20 
years. 

Economies 

The fund invests in the global stock market and its 
value fluctuates with the world’s economies. 

To try to get the fund up to 100 per cent councils 
are increasing the amount they pay in employer con¬ 
tributions from around 12 per cent to 18 per cent of 
each employee’s salary. 

Sandwell will have to pay an extra £23.7 million. 
Meanwhile, Wolverhampton City Council has to put 
in an extra £22.3m over the next three years on top 
of the current contribution it pays while Dudley will 
have to put in£17.2m and Walsall an extra £24. lm. 

The recession has seen the value of investments 
held by the pension fund fall. Redundancies in the 
public sector have also meant there are fewer people 
paying into the fund and workers on gold-plated pen¬ 
sions were draining the pot. 

Patient jumped 
in front of train 

A SECTIONED mental patient who made 
threats to kill his family because he believed 
they were jinxing him with black magic 
escaped from a Sandwell Hospital and jumped 
in front of a train, an inquest heard. 

Sukvinder Singh Bajwa, of Great Arthur Street in 
Smethwick, jumped over a fence behind Abbey 
House, a non-secure mental health unit at Hallam 
Street Hospital. 

This was despite him being banned from leaving 
the unit, as nurses were “concerned he would act on 
thoughts of taking revenge on family and friends”. 

Heroin 

The 29-year-old, a former heroin user, who suf¬ 
fered bi-polar affective disorder with psychotic 
symptoms, left the unit on November 22 last year. 

He jumped in front of a train at Smethwick’s Rolfe 
Street Station later that day. 

Elizabeth Jones, community psychiatric nurse, 
said: “He got very religious when he was unwell. He 
said his family were using black magic and he 
wanted to ‘sort them out’. He said spirits were taking 
control of him.” 

Pathologist Dr Sunil Muzaffar recorded the cause 
of death as multiple fatal injuries. Black Country 
Coroner Robin Balmain recorded a narrative verdict 
because he was not sure Mr Bajwa was aware of 
what he was doing due to his mental illness. 


New ambulance kit 

WEST Midlands Ambulance Service is to invest 
over half a million pounds on new life-saving equip¬ 
ment. The £550,000 investment will see the service’s 
NHS trust buying 70 defibrillators for its frontline 
emergency vehicles from US firm ZOLL. 

WMAS Service Delivery Director Mark Gough, 
said: “Every second is critical when we treat a victim 
of cardiac arrest. Defibrillators provide life-saving 
technology so that we can offer the best critical care 
possible. This focus has seen the number of patients 
who have suffered a cardiac arrest and survived rise 
markedly in recent years. In the West Midlands, 
almost nine per cent of patients who have suffered a 
cardiac arrest are discharged from hospital.”

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Borough 
still gets 
Whitehall 
top up 

COUNCILS in the Black 
Country and Staffordshire will be 
able to keep £430 million worth of 
business rates they collect, under 
new plans unveiled by Communi¬ 
ties Secretary Eric Pickles. 

There were fears that some areas 
could actually lose out because they 
generally get more back from the Gov¬ 
ernment than they collect. 

In the redistribution, Sandwell gets 
over £69m more to spend than it col¬ 
lects from firms. 

But these councils - which also 
include Wolverhampton, Dudley and 
Walsall — will continue to have their 
funding topped-up by Whitehall. 

However, the funding baselines to 
be set next year will be fixed for 10 
years before they are reviewed again. 

At present, business rates are col¬ 
lected by councils but sent to central 
Government, which redistributes the 
money according to need. 

Annually, Sandwell Council collects 
around £90.7m in business rates 
while Wolverhampton collects 
£69.2m, Dudley £93.7m, Walsall 
£63.6m, Stafford £41.9m, Lichfield 
£30.2m, Cannock Chase £28.3m, 
Wyre Forest £25.8m and South 
Staffordshire £19. lm. 

Sandwell Council currently 
receives £ 160m from the Government, 
Wolverhampton receives £125.8m and 
and Walsall Council £119.8m-almost 
double what they raise - and Dudley 
Council £109.7m. 


Crack down 
on naughty 
youngsters 

A POLICE operation has been 
launched in Sandwell to help 
reduce the number of anti-social 
behaviour incidents over the 
school holidays. 

Operation Elevate will provide high 
visibility patrols in trouble hotspots. 

The police will be working alongside 
Sandwell Council’s youth services to 
advise young people about alternative 
activities they can get involved in. 

Dedicated teams will respond to 
reports of nuisance behaviour and 
liaise with the victims. 

Chief Inspector Bal Sidhu, at West 
Bromwich Police Station, said: ‘We 
are aware that incidents of anti-social 
behaviour rise during the school holi¬ 
days. 

Balance 

“We hope that we have found a 
balance of ensuring that we are able to 
respond to reports of nuisance, along 
with providing young people with 
alternative activities.” 

The campaign aims to get young 
people to think about the conse¬ 
quences of their actions.

Focus on carer funds 


THE future of funding for unpaid 
carers in Sandwell will come under 
the microscope as bosses plan for cuts 
of over £300,000 in a 12-week public 
consultation beginning this week. 

The council have approved consul¬ 
tation on a revised carers’ strategy 
and new commissioning plan for 2011- 
14. The authority funds services for 
unpaid carers including information, 
advice, support, direct payments and 
respite care to the tune of £3,705,000. 


A report setting out the need for con¬ 
sultation said: “There is less money to 
spend on carers’ services. 

Reductions 

“The council’s carer programme 
must plan for reductions of 10 per cent 
in 2012-13 and five per cent in both 
2013-14 and 2014-15.” 

The report comes in the wake of 
Government plans to hand carers 
their own personal budgets. 


Lollipop patrols call 


COUNCILS in the Black Country 
are on a recruitment drive to fill 
vacant lollipop crossing posts before 
the start of the next school term. 

Authorities serving Sandwell, 
Dudley and Wolverhampton are all 
recruiting to fill vacant posts while 
Walsall has recently filled 12 posi¬ 
tions. This comes as other councils 
look to cut patrols to save money. 

Sandwell cabinet member for neigh¬ 
bourhood services Councillor Derek 


Rowley said: “I am pleased to say that, 
unlike some authorities, currently we 
have no plans to cut posts. One vacant 
post is still waiting to be filled.” 

Dudley Councillor Patrick Harley, 
for transportation, said: “We have a 
total of 116 school crossing sites in the 
borough and we are currently recruit¬ 
ing for seven vacancies.” Spokesman 
for Wolverhampton Paul Brown said 
they were not reducing the number of 
city school crossing patrols. 


Council green light 
for £500m revamp 
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SWATHES of dilapidated 
land in Sandwell are to be 
transformed as regeneration 
projects worth more than £500 
million were approved by 
council chiefs. 

Borough bosses rubber- 
stamped the massive regenera¬ 
tion of West Bromwich ahead of 
their submission to the Secretary 
of State. They also adopted the 
£84m Windmill Eye plans for 750 
homes to be built in Smethwick at 
the meeting last week. 

A scheme to build 21,500 homes 
across the borough by 2026 was also 
approved before it is submitted to the 
Secretary of State for approval. 

Councillor Ian Jones, the borough’s 
head for regeneration, said: “These 
projects will transform Sandwell over 
the coming years and regenerate the 
area through creating jobs and 
homes.” 

The transformation of West 
Bromwich includes the £200m Tesco 
development, a £10m police station 
and a new £ 13m swimming pool at the 


junction of Moor Street and Bromford 
Lane. 

A new £75m office scheme on All 
Saints Way is also being built, called 
Providence Place. It will include the 
home for BT Liberata and West 
Bromwich Building Society which is 
relocating from its HQ in West 
Bromwich High Street. 

A £25m underpass is also under 
construction to ease congestion on the 
A41 Expressway. 

Piazza 

At the heart of the town, plans 
include an£8m European-style piazza 
— a square filled with sculptures and 
greenery. 

A south west bypass is also planned 
to be brought forward, to link the 
A4182 Kelvin Way with the A41 
underpass at Swan Village. Improve¬ 
ments would be made to junction 1 on 
the nearby M5.. 

There will also be a £6m extra care 
scheme in Oak Road, relocated from 
its original planned site in Coppice 
Street. 

A 20mph zone is planned for the 
town centre. 


Most of region’s TV licence 
dodgers living in Sandwell 


MORE than £4 million worth of 
fines have been handed out to 
licence dodgers in the Black 
Country — and the majority of 
those who have been caught 
watching TV illegally this year 
were in Sandwell, according to 
official figures. 

A total of 4,200 people were caught 
by inspectors and issued with £1,000 
fines across the region between 
January and June, a report from the 
TV Licensing body revealed. 

Sandwell was the worst area in the 
region for people not paying their TV 
licence, with 1,600 people caught. 

In Wolverhampton, 1,100 people 
were caught with 870 people fined in 
Walsall and 660 in Dudley. 

Regional TV licensing spokesman 
Mark Whitehouse said the organisa¬ 
tion took a firm stance against fee 
dodgers. 

“To be fair to those who pay, we have 
to be firm with those who try to get 
away without paying,” he said. 

“We take TV licence evasion very 
seriously and we will not hesitate to 


prosecute if people continue to break 
the law. We would always prefer 
people to buy a TV Licence than risk 
prosecution and give people every 
opportunity to pay. 

“However, we do understand some 
people may find it difficult to pay their 
licence fee in one go, which is why we 
offer numerous ways to spread the 
cost.” 

Campaign 

An advertising campaign has been 
launced on the BBC to highlight these 
options, which include a weekly cash 
payment plan, a savings card and 
monthly direct debit. 

A breakdown of the Black Country 
figures shows that in West Bromwich 
320 evaders were caught, along with 
290 in Smethwick, 280 in Tipton, 280 
in Oldbury, 260 in Wednesbury, 130 in 
Rowley Regis and 90 in Cradley 
Heath.. 

A colour TV licence costs £145 for a 
year, and is a legal requirement for 
anyone watching TV programmes on a 
television, computer or other watch- 
able gadget.

Bosses say more 
libraries may have 
to share buildings 

CONSULTATION has begun on proposals to move 
libraries in Sandwell into community buildings in a 
bid to save £900,000 over three years. 

Sandwell Council bosses are considering a number of 
ways to save money including more volunteer workers and 
self-service machines. 

At a recent meeting it was agreed to consult with inter¬ 
ested parties until October before another report is submit¬ 
ted to the authority in November. 

Sandwell Council’s chief librarian Barry Clark said: “At 
this stage we are just putting forward ideas. If we did relo¬ 
cate libraries it would be after an exhaustive consultation 
process. 

Effective 

“It is more cost effective to share buildings and we 
already have libraries working alongside other services 
very successfully. Glebefields and Great Bridge Libraries 
are already relocated with children’s centres, for example.” 

Sandwell currently has 19 libraries with a total of 126 
full-time staff. 

Five already share buildings with other services includ¬ 
ing community rooms and children’s centres, and Sandwell 
Council now plans to move services to share premises in the 
future. Bosses are looking at working with “partners” 
including youth clubs and shops as part of the plans. 


would not be reversed. However, the school has now 
secured some desperately needed funding. 

The school has revealed it has been successful in 
securing hundreds of thousands of pounds to carry out 
repairs to the roof and windows. Work is expected to 
start in September. 

Headteacher of the Wood Green Road school, Pank 
Patel said: “Over the next 12 months we are going to do 
some of the roofing works that we had planned and 
renewing some of the windows in the school. 

“We have managed to secure some funding from the 
Department for Education for urgent works. 

Cuts 

“We put a bid in for urgent works for our school so 
we are carrying out some refurbishment works, but 
it is not anywhere near having a nice new flash 
school.” 

Wood Green Academy was one of nine Sandwell 
schools which missed out on a combined £138m of 
funding under the scrapped Government scheme. 

Other schools affected by the cuts include The 
Meadows School in Oldbury; Heathfield Foundation 
Technology College in Cradley Heath; Phoenix Col¬ 
legiate Academy at the former Manor and Menzies 
sites, Perryfields; and Bristnall Hall; Stuart 
Bathurst; and The Bridge pupil referral unit. 

Sandwell Council and five other local authorities 
won a High Court battle forcing the Government to 
rethink an earlier decision to axe the programme. 

Sandwell’s council leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper has described the loss of funding as a “bitter 
blow” and said the council will “fight this injustice”.

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Support centre 
will be hub for 
family services 

AN £864,000 family support centre is being 
set up to improve under-fire children’s services 
in Sandwell from later this year. 

The centre, to be called the Central Family Support hub, 
will require 22 staff but they will relocated from existing 
council services. The hub will help families with children 
over seven who require support, those with complex needs 
and help with parenting youngsters aged up to 18. 

The move marks a reorganisation of services and comes 
after the authority was handed damning reports from 
Ofsted two years running, in 2009 and 2010. 

Suitable premises have not yet been found but Council¬ 
lor Bob Badham, the borough’s children and families chief, 
has signed off for officers to look for a location. 

Cllr Badham said: “This is a reorganisation exercise 
which will bring all workers under one roof as a team. It’s 
a rationalisation of an existing service to deliver the best, 
most seamless change, instead of having workers in sepa¬ 
rate silos. 

“Everything we do is in some way related back to our 
Ofsted results. This is to improve the service for the 
borough’s children in line with recommendations. 

Strides 

“But we would have done this anyway, even without the 
Ofsted recommendations. We’ve made great strides in the 
past 12 months and in March inspectors noted we were 
moving in the right direction” 

In March a surprise visit from Ofsted inspectors found 
children in need received a “quick and appropriate” 
response in Sandwell and the council was meeting its legal 
duties in contact, referral and assessment. 

The costs of the scheme will be met by a combination of 
£719,600 from the Early Intervention Grant, target budget 
and a contribution from Sandwell Primary Care Trust.

Derek Rowley said: “We regularly patrol 
waters on all our countryside sites as 
often as we can. With the school holidays 
upon us, we need public help to avoid any 
tragedies.”

No ban for 
driver who 
smashed 
barrier at 
crossing 

THIS is the shocking moment a lorry driver 
smashed through the barrier at Cradley Heath 
level crossing. 

But driver Karl Simpson, aged 31, was spared a 
driving ban in court last week. 

Simpson, of Oldbury, admitted careless driving when he 
appeared at Warley magistrates court and was given nine 
penalty points and ordered to pay £380 in fines and costs. 

The court heard how Simpson was caught on CCTV 
driving through the crossing as the barriers descended at 
10.35am on January 19. 

Bounced 

The first barrier bounced off the top of his articulated 
Volvo but the second was torn from its hinges. 

Network Rail said the incident had resulted in train 
delays and repairs stretching into thousands of pounds. 

Defending himself, Simpson told magistrates: “I am very 
sorry about the incident. I was a mistake on my part. There 
were no lights on as I approached the crossing but then 
they suddenly changed to red and the barriers came down. 

“1 was already on the tracks and I had no choice but to 
get the vehicle off the tracks as quickly as possible and I hit 
the second barrier.” 

The court heard Simpson, of Newbury Lane, stopped and 
reported the incident straight away. 

Factory to be demolished 
for boroughs’ archives HQ 

THE former Royal Brierley Crystal factory is to be 
demolished within weeks as plans to build a 
£6million base for Dudley and Sandwell’s archives 
gather pace. 

The site, next to the Black Country Living Museum on 
Tipton Road, is expected to be cleared by the end of this 
month. Council bosses want to build a new archive base in 
its place which will include a local history library, a conser¬ 
vation studio, archive storage and education facilities such 
as a lecture theatre and conference rooms. 

It will also have solar panels installed on the roof to gen¬ 
erate its own electricity. 

Plans for the development were submitted earlier this 
summer and it is hoped work can start on the building 
before the end of this year. 

Dudley’s Councillor Adrian Turner said: “A notice has 
been submitted to demolish the Royal Brierley Crystal 
building. We anticipate demolition will happen towards 
the end of August.” 

The new building will also include conference facilities.

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Shoplift charge against ex-officer dropped

A DISGRACED former West Mid¬ 
lands Police detective who cheated 
taxpayers out of more than £3,600 in 
a benefits con has had a separate 
charge of shoplifting dropped. 

Detective Constable Stephen Murphy, from 
Aldridge, who had once been a beat bobby in 
Smethwick, had pleaded not guilty to the theft 
of £23.26 worth of groceries from Asda in 
Cannock on January 19 this year. 

The charge was dropped after Stafford Crown 
Court heard Murphy had been convicted of a 
three-year fraud since the case was brought. 

Mr Glyn Samuels, prosecuting, said: “Since 
the charge this defendant has been sentenced 
for a matter of fraud over a period of three 
years. It was a fraud from the local authority. 

“In these circumstances, he has ceased to be 


a police officer - he resigned at the time. Given 
what has happened in the fraud matter, it has 
been the decision of the Crown Prosecution 
Service that it is no longer in the public interest 
to pursue a matter of £23 worth of groceries.” 

Murphy, aged 40, of Pinfold Lane, was for¬ 
mally found not guilty of theft by Judge Mark 
Eades. 

The judge also awarded the former policeman 
defence costs. 

Fraud 

Mr Harpreet Sandhu, for Murphy, said his 
client did not have the benefit of legal aid. 

Last month Murphy, who had cheated tax¬ 
payers out of more than £3,600 in a benefits 
fraud, was ordered to do unpaid community 
work. 

He had cashed housing benefit cheques for a 


former tenant after she had moved out of his 
property. Murphy let a room at his two-bedroom 
apartment to Paula Pomeroy from December 
2006 to July 2007. Murphy collected the money 
and signed documents relating to the claim 
giving his position and collar number with the 
force. 

Ms Pomeroy was on income support and enti¬ 
tled to weekly housing benefit of £64.62, which 
was paid direct to Murphy by Walsall Council 
every four weeks. But after she moved back to 
her home city of Plymouth, Murphy failed to 
inform the authority and continued to accept 
the cheques from August 2007 to August 2008, 
despite knowing she was living in Plymouth. 

The total overpayment was £3,618. The fraud 
only came to light when Ms Pomeroy started to 
claim housing benefit from Plymouth City 
Council. 


Inspector’s takeaway 
decision is a blow to 
council food campaign 

A PLAN to limit the number of hot food takeaways in 
Sandwell — designed to tackle the borough’s obesity crisis 
- has been dealt a blow by a planning inspector. 

Earlier this year bosses at Sandwell Council drew up tough 
rules designed to stop new fast food joints opening across the 
borough.However, after rejecting a bid to turn a former tattoo 
parlour in Oldbury into a branch of Chop & Wok using the new 
rules, the decision was overturned on appeal. 

Council bosses have expressed disappointment at the decision, 
which means the Asian food chain can open the late-night facility 
in Hagley Road West. In her ruling, planning inspector Penelope 
Metcalfe said: “In my view the proposed change of use would 
bring the unit back into commercial use and enable it to make a 
positive contribution to the vitality of the area,

A FORMER postmistress in West Bromwich 
is behind bars facing a lengthy prison sentence 
after stealing £83,000 from the office she 
managed. 


Police urge phone users 
to register their mobile 

A MOBILE phone day of action took place across 
Sandwell last week where officers were out to property 
mark mobile phones and register them on the immobilise 
website, as well as patrol hotspot areas for mobile phone 
theft. 

Part of operation Serve and Protect, a forcewide crack¬ 
down on robbers, it saw officers encouraging people to reg¬ 
ister their precious items via the state-of-the-art police 
scanners. 

The scanners link directly to the immobilise website, a 
national property register used by police forces across the 
country when they recover property. 

Searched 

People who list items on the site stand a better chance of 
being reunited with their valuables if lost or stolen. 

Throughout the day more than 70 people registered their 
mobile phones. Officers also searched 10 people and one 
was given a fixed penalty notice for possession of cannabis.

But Neelam Hussain, aged 23, will not know exactly how 
long she will serve until a claim that the cash was taken to 
pay the bills of her injured mother-in-law in Pakistan has 
been checked by officials. 

She syphoned off the money into a bogus account while 
in day-to-day charge of the post office in the Farley Centre 
where she had worked for five years, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard recently. 

Prosecutor Simon Hughes said: “She was young but she 
was an experienced postmistress. She had been there since 
2005 and had managed the business since 2008.” 

Blame 

An audit in November 2009 revealed a£101,617 shortfall 
in the books and uncovered a “phantom” stock unit into 
which five payments totalling £83,000 had been made 
between October 16 and November 5, 2009. 


Hussain tried unsuccessfully to cover her tracks by bor¬ 
rowing a cheque from a workmate on the morning of the 
audit, filling it out for £85,000 and putting it in a drawer at 
the premises. When that ruse failed she tried to blame 
another member of staff, the court heard, before finally 
admitting she was responsible on the day of her trial. 

Mr Mohammed Latiff, defending, said: “She has brought 
shame, embarrassment and disgrace on herself and her 
family, none of whom have ever been in trouble before.” 

He claimed that Hussain from Village Road, Aston had 
used the money to pay the hospital bills of her mother-in- 
law in Pakistan, who had been seriously injured in a motor¬ 
bike accident. But she was not able to produce any evidence 
to support this. 

Judge John Wait told Hussain, who admitted theft, that 
the evidence should be given to the prosecution for check¬ 
ing. He remanded Hussain in custody until September 5.

The new bikes were stolen from a 
locked storage area at the station on 


Alexandra Road sometime between 
Saturday evening, July 16, and the 
afternoon of the following day. 

Red Watch Commander Wayne 
Little said: “This is a really 
appalling act which will serve only 
to affect the youngsters we work 
with in the area. 

“Our firefighters have built up an 
excellent rapport with young people 


in Tipton and have successfully 
engaged them in a number of posi¬ 
tive activities which have really 
benefited the whole community.” 

The Hot Rocks bikes were were 
adult sized and black and white in 
colour with distinctive white wheel 
rims. The rest were smaller, chil¬ 
dren’s sizes, that were mainly red in 
colour. 


Arson bill is £350,000 

ARSONISTS caused more than £350,000 worth of damage 
when they set fire to an electricity junction box in Great Barr, 
plunging two miles of motorway into darkness. 

Vandals hit the junction box underneath the M5 and M6 inter¬ 
change in May, cutting power to lights between junctions seven 
and eight.

Petition shows concern 
over very busy junction 


A PETITION with more than 600 
names is calling for safety measures at 
a busy Blackheath junction. 

The area they are worried about is from 
Evergreen Pharmacy to the doctors’ 
surgery on Gorsty Hill at its junction with 
Lodgefield Road and Station Road.

Plan changes are OK 

AMENDED plans for a £12.2 million extra care housing 
scheme in West Bromwich have been approved by planning 
chiefs. The proposed complex is situated at the junction of 
Oak Lane and Dartmouth Street. 

It is one of three such schemes in the borough, introduced 
after four council-run care homes were controversially axed 
as part of plans to modernise care for the elderly in 
Sandwell, with the focus on extra care housing. 

Original plans were for 92 beds but agencies have now 
won permission for an extra ground floor apartment and 
altered internal arrangements in the scheme. 

The plans will provide each resident with their own front 
door, as well as 24-hour care. Bosses said construction could 
start in October.

Council¬ 
lor Docker has presented a 
petition to me and I have 
asked officers to investigate 
it to see what action we can 
take.” 


Trading standards 
could merge to 
save council cash 

TRADING standards services could be 
merged cross the four Black Country boroughs. 

Talks are being held over whether sharing the 
service across Sandwell, Walsall, Wolverhampton 
and Dudley would be beneficial. 

Council chiefs said merger talks are at the early stages 
and no commitments have been made. It is not yet clear 
whether the move could lead to job losses. It comes as coun¬ 
cils look to cut costs in the face of tighter budgets and seek 
better value for money. 

Councillor Mohammed Arif, Walsall cabinet member for 
business, said: “At the moment we are very carefully eval¬ 
uating what the possible benefits of sharing services in 
trading standards would be.Once this has been done 
together with Black Country councils we can then take a 
decision on whether to go ahead.” 

Currently, each local authority has its own trading stan¬ 
dards team dealing with safety, quality and fair trading. 

But Walsall Council leader Mike Bird said: “A trading 
standards offence is a trading standards offence in all four 
areas.” 

He said sharing services with neighbouring boroughs 
would achieve better value for money for council tax 
payers. 

“This is an area where, without doubt, there is a tremen¬ 
dous overlap between all four authorities,” he added. 

Some services are already shared by the Black Country 
boroughs, with Walsall and Sandwell currently sharing an 
emergency planning service. 

Senior Sandwell councillor Mahboob Hussain said the 
authority was in talks over sharing a number of services 
although no commitments had been made. 

Dudley Council leader Les Jones adde: “We are all 
looking to deliver services for less money.”

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Spills and pills land 
heroes in deadly peril 



Liam Neeson in 
Unknown 


Unknown (12A) 

IRISH actor Liam Neeson I 
tends to be very good in the kind 
of older action-man roles that 
used to go to Harrison Ford and 
puts in another sound tough guy 
performance in this mystery- | 
thriller set in Berlin. 

It’s like Roman Polanski’s Frantic in 
which the wife of the hero (that man 
again Harrison Ford) disappeared in 
Paris but this time it’s the hero’s own identity that disappears. 

Neeson plays a respected biologist Dr Martin Harris who 
arrives with his beautiful wife (the ice cold January Jones) in 
the wintry German capital to attend an important conference 
being hosted by a mega-rich royal Arab benefactor. His wife 
enters their swanky hotel but the good doctor realises he’s left 
his briefcase at the airport and hails a cab. On the way the taxi 
is involved in an accident, crashes off a bridge into the river, 
where the doctor gets a bump on his head and is only saved 
by the quick-thinking of the young female driver. 

He wakes up in hospital, perplexed that his wife is not at his 
bedside and signs himself out to return to the hotel. Here, in 
a very Hitchcock-like scene, his wife completely blanks him 
and then introduces him to her husband, Dr Martin Harris. 

Our hero fears he is going insane and goes back to hospital 
but when attempts on his life start, he realises that something 
very bad and very strange is happening. He tracks down the 
taxi driver, a Bosnian illegal immigrant (Diane Kruger in excel¬ 
lent form) and she is persuaded to throw her lot in with the 
desperate doctor when a pair or determined hitmen target 
them and anyone unfortunate enough to get in the way. The 
doc shows some savvy survival skills. 

With the help of an elderly former East German spy turned 
private eye (veteran German actor Bruno Ganz), they try to 
figure out the deadly mystery. 

Unknown is no classic but it is a good thriller that will keep 
you guessing right up to the big twist and explosive finale. 


Limitless (15) 

Apparently humans only use around 20 per cent of their 
potential brain power. What if a pill could put all 100 per cent 
at your disposal and what would it do to you? 

That’s the theme for this high-concept thriller from director

NewDVDs 


Neil Burger which is an exciting if not totally successful blend 
of Inception, Wall Street and American Psycho. 

Bradley Cooper plays lazy would-be author Eddie Morra, 
who has been given an advance for his debut novel but is suf¬ 
fering a nasty case of writer’s block. He is turning into a slob, 
so much so that his journalist girlfriend (Abbie Cornish) gives 
him the push. 

On his uppers, Eddie is drifting between New York bars 
when he meets his ex-wife’s brother, a smarmy drug pusher 
who says he can help him out with a pill that will do a lot for 
his focus and concentration. 

It certainly does and director Burger, who also made The 
Illusionist, dazzles the eyes with a lot of visual tricks to 
demonstrate Eddie’s enhanced abilities. 

Before long he’s an acclaimed author, able to learn any lan¬ 
guage in a couple of hours, a super smooth operator who 
even manages to win his girl back as he makes millions in the 
money market. 

However, when it turns out he has the last stash of this new 
smart pill called NZT, it appears that some nasty villains are 
quite prepared to kill to get it. 

Cooper makes an engaging leading man and is clearly an 
actor to watch out for in the future. Good support comes from 
Robert De Niro as a vaguely Rupert Murdoch-like business 
mogul. Cornish is excellent in her one big action scene as his 
conscience-like girlfriend but is given too little to do, as is the 
potentially excellent British actress Anna Friel who only 
appears to need 10 per cent of her brain power to play his NZT 
casualty ex-wife. Apparently overuse makes you dowdy and 
gives you a limp, and tends to kill you in the end. 

The two villains, a merciless hitman and a bragging Russian 
gangster, unleash a lot of violence and some of it is so gory I 
was surprised it didn’t earn the movie an 18 certificate. 

It is very far-fetched, even if you buy the concept. I doubt 
that clear memories of a few Bruce Lee movies would really 
turn you into an invincible street fighter as our hero 
despatches a gang of muggers with martial arts moves. 

In the end Limitless is rather limited by too many loose ends 
and a contrived ending when it could have been a highly 
effective sci-fi parable about the price for always taking the 
easy option and a warning on the dangers of drugs. 

Lake Mungo (15) 

The shaky video and pseudo-documentary style of horror 
movie has become a cliche. The well-known original in the 
genre was The Blair Witch Project and in its wake came 
Cloverfield, Paranormal Activity, the terrifying Spanish horror 
classic Rec and more. So this latest mockumentary Lake 
Mungo, the story of a grieving family haunted after the appar¬ 
ently accidental drowning of a teenaged daughter, sounds 
like a late bandwagon-jumper. 

However, this Australian movie is a very creepy and unset¬ 
tling chiller, The dead girl’s secrets are revealed as the spooky 
events lead to the dark and murky waters of Lake Mungo.

Ms. ‘Splosion Man (Microsoft) 

Way back in the early days of the arcade, the early 1980s, 
the classic Pac-Man was eventually followed by Ms Pac- 
Man, which many connoisseurs consider an enhancement of 
the original. So it is with Ms ‘Splosion Man, Twisted Pixel’s 
sequel to their 2009 XBox Live Summer of Arcade hit. 

It keeps the core elements of the original game and is set 
just after the capture of ‘Splosion Man, when the lab boffins 
accidently create his feminine counterpart whilst over-enthu- 
siastically celebrating their success. 

It is still a platform game with the yellow bow-wearing 
explosive hero ‘sploding her way through levels including 
puzzles, traps and enemies. ‘Sploding is a combination of 
jump and explosion which you use to move to your next 
objective and fight. The heroine has new tricks up her sleeve, 
such a cannons, jump pads and rail riding. And all of this is 
delivered with Twisted Pixel’s usual wit. 

If you liked ‘Splosion Man, you’ll want to download this too, 
as will most platformers with a sense of humour. 

Bastion (Warner Bros) 

The second offering in Xbox Live’s Summer of Arcade 2011 
which began in July is this action-packed role player com¬ 
bined with fighting and platformer elements. You play ‘The 
Kid’ who wakes up to find the world destroyed and sets off to 
search for safety at ‘the Bastion’. 

The cool element is that his environment forms in front of 
him depending in which direction he runs and he can pick up 
useful items along the way including healing potions and a 
variety of weapons and shield to take on the adversaries that 
regularly pop up. These start with will-of-the-wisp type crea¬ 
tures but soon get bigger and more difficult to overcome. 
There is a likeable narrative from a wise old man who offers 
advice and commentary depending on what you get your 
character to do. Collecting points and gaining experience 
enables you to get to new levels. 

I reckon developer Supergiant Games has created a hit 
likely to be a highlight of the summer season for subscribers.

Green Lantern: Rise of the Manhunters 

(12, Warner Bros) 

This is a good-looking and better than average game tie-in 
to a movie. You play the green DC Comics superhero, a 
guardian of the universe. Your guard duty starts after very little 
back story as the game explodes into action almost straight 
away with an attack by flying robots. 

Green Lantern is very easy to master and a little repetitive. 
Experienced gamers should be able to polish it off in around 
six hours. 

Transformers: Dark of the Moon (12, Activision) 

Like Green Lantern, this is a surprisingly good game 
version of a movie rather than a cash-in. Hasbro’s transform¬ 
ing robots do lend themselves well to video gaming with their 
super-weaponry and ability to convert between robo-giant 
and speedy sports car in a flurry of metal and rubber. 

On each mission you get to be a different Transformer, 
starting with Bumblebee pitted against the Decepticons on a 
raid to wreck their communications system. 

The transforming is terrific and the game itself is a blend of 
shooter and driving. It may not keep casual gamers enthralled 
but will absolutely delight Transformer fans. 

Both games were reviewed on Xbox 360 but are also avail¬ 
able for other game systems.

Farah to focus on 10,000m 


MO Farah looks set to 
“put all his eggs in one 
basket” at the World 
Championships next 
month by concentrating 
solely on the 10,000m in 
Daegu. 

Farah has won over 
3,000m, 5,000m, 10,000m 
and on his debut in the half¬ 
marathon during a winning 
streak in 2011 which he 
extended to nine races by 
cruising to victory in the 
5,000m at the UK Trials and 
Championships in Birming¬ 
ham. 

But the 28-year-old then 
revealed he will not attempt 
to repeat the long-distance 
double he achieved last 
year. 

“I’m definitely going to 
concentrate on one event 
and put all my eggs in one 
basket and that is the 10k,” 
said Farah. 

“I’ve definitely got confi¬ 
dence and I believe every¬ 
thing is going well. When 
you’re an athlete, confi¬ 
dence means so much more 
than anything else. I can’t 
say I feel invincible but I do 
feel I’m ready.” 

Absence 

Farah’s appearance at the 
Alexander Stadium went 
some way to making up for 
the absence of world triple 
jump champion Phillips 
Idowu, who told organisers 
late on Saturday evening 
that he would not compete 
on Sunday. 

Idowu, who was already 
assured of his place on the 
team for Daegu as defend¬ 
ing world champion, said: 
“It’s a shame but I’ve had a 
tough couple of weeks train¬ 
ing and competing. 

“I think people will prefer 
me to go out and jump well 
in Korea than to come here 
and jump poorly.” 

In contrast, fellow world 
champion Jessica Ennis 
competed in five individual 
events over the weekend 



Mo Farah on his way to victory in the 5,000m ahead of 
Tipton Harrier Ryan McLeod, who finished fourth 


and looks in excellent shape 
ahead of the defence of her 
heptathlon title. 

Ennis equalled her 
outdoor personal best in the 
shot, won the high jump, fin¬ 
ished second in the 100m 
hurdles, third in the long 
jump and threw a creditable 
42.93m in the javelin. 

However, performance of 
the weekend arguably came 
from Perri Shakes-Drayton, 
who became the first woman 
to be victorious in the 400m 
hurdles and the 400m, the 
24-year-old Londoner 
winning her specialist event 


in 55.52 to add to her victory 
over Olympic champion 
Christine Ohuruogu and 
Shana Cox on Saturday. 

There was disappoint¬ 
ment in the men’s discus as 
new British record holder 
Lawrence Okoye could only 
finish fifth, leaving Abdul 
Buhari and Carl Myser- 
scough to claim the auto¬ 
matic places.

BOSS Roy Hodgson believes Albion are 
on track ahead of the new Premier 
League season after Craig Dawson gave 
them a last-gasp victory at Ashton Gate.

Routine 

Albion had two chances in the opening two 
minutes.

A minute 
later Albion should have led when Brunt’s 
clever pass fed Odemwingie and his pass was 
dummied by Tchoyi for Jerome Thomas but he 
shot too close to James with the goal at his 
mercy.

Popular 

He signed for Fulham on a free transfer 
in June 2008 after being snapped up by 
then-Cottagers boss Roy Hodgson, who is 
delighted to be reunited with the versatile 
playmaker. 

“Having decided not to renew his contract 
at Fulham, Zoltan has come back to the club 
where he started his career in England,” 
said Hodgson. 

“The last time he played at West 
Bromwich Albion he was a very popular 
figure with everyone at the club, not least of 
all the fans. I of course know him well and 
admired him in the two years we worked 
together at Fulham, where he was an inte¬ 


gral part of the team that did well during 
those years. I think it is a massive coup for 
the club that we have been able to persuade 
him to come back to West Brom despite the 
many other offers he had, because he is a 
player that is widely appreciated in the 
Premier League and abroad. 

“I think it is an excellent signing and he 
is a player I hope will do as well in the 
coming seasons as he has done in the past 
seasons with West Brom and Fulham. 

“In Zoltan Gera we’ve acquired not only a 
first-class player but a first-class person 
and we think that’s also important to the 
way we want the club to move forward.” 

Gera made a big impression at Craven
